Mr. Dorsey Has 
The Answer

Downtown Torrance's No. 1 problem—parking— 
can now be solved.

Credit for the solution must j?o to Ralph T. Dorsey, 
internationally renowned traffic expert.

Dorsey has come up with a sound analysis of the 
problem. He has defined the issues clearly. He has 
proposed practical solutions. And he has expressed his 
ideas with the refreshing and ringing courage of con­ 
viction.

His recommendations and accomplishments deserve 
the highest praise of local residents, businessmen and 
city officials.

Dorsey's pattern for action is bold and forward- 
looking. Among its outstanding recommendations is 
the proposal to raze the old city hall for parking pur­ 
poses. It also calls for the Jicquisition of property on 
Post ave. (next to the Bank of America parking lot) for 
eventual use as a four-deck parking building.

Figures indicate that such use of the properties in 
question would serve the best interest of everyone con­ 
cerned—Torrance taxpayers, businessmen and the city 
itself.

We strongly urge that Mr. Dorsey's proposals re-' 
ceive the unanimous support of the entire community.

NEED 2000 SPACES

Downtown Torrance needs 
about 2000 parking spaces to 
compete with shopping centers 
now going up or which will go 
up in the area, Dorsey sairt.

To get that many parking 
spaces, it will be necessary to 
provide deck parking.

Dorsey, who cflhed the old 
city hall property "too valuable"

to be used for any other pur­ 
pose than parking, said that 
this site as well as the Post 
ave. property would make an 
ideal lot for attendant parking 
and a future deck parking site.

The Post ave. property would 
also provide 114 off-street park­ 
ing sites immediate'y if com­ 
bined with the Bank of America 
park lot, he said.

The city hall property (in­ 
cluding the old fire station, pol­ 
ice station and adjoining lot) 
would give about 242 off-street 
parking spaces, Dorsey in­ 
dicated.

The long-range assessment 
district would make about 600

more spaces available.
EVERYONE BEN FITS 

Dorsey stated that provisions 
for additional parking would 
benefit everyone: 1) it would 
make shopping more conve­ 
nient; 2) it would increase busi­ 
ness; 3) by increasing business 
it would give the city more 
sales tax money; 4) by giving 
the city more money, residents 
and taxpayers could expect bet­ 
ter and greater city services and 
facilities.

The most immediate threat 
to the downtown shopping area 
is the new shopping center 
going up at 174th st. and Haw­ 
thorne ave., Dorsey explained.
